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The heat is 
on in row 
over waste 
collections 


THE new 
arrangements for 
collecting rubbish 
and recycling in 
Bridgend county 
borough are now in 
their third week, 
and a group of 
councillors have lost 
patience and 

written a strong 
letter of complaint 
to Bridgend County 
Borough Council 


(BCBC). 

BCBC’s waste 

contractor Kier is in the 
firing line and the 
councillors have listed a 
number of complaints 
about the scheme, which 
began on June 5. 

What’s more, as the 
launch of the new system 
has coincided with warm 
(and more recently hot) 
weather, social media has 
been full of photos of 
maggot-ridden 
uncollected food waste 
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bins. 

However, BCBC is 
arguing that the glitches 
in the new system will 
soon be overcome, and it 
has pointed to 
considerably improved 
tonnages of recycling 
collection - something it 
claims it has to achieve to 
avoid fines for sending 
too much waste to 
landfill. 

The councillors who 
signed the letter are, in 
the main, from the 
independent groupings. 

The Conservatives on 
BCBC are taking a 
different line of attack. 
(See page 13 article) 

The councillors wrote 
to Coun Huw David, 
Leader of BCBC: 

We write to you as 
borough, town and 
community councillors 
representing residents 
from across the BCBC 
area and as members of 
a number of different 
councils to express our 
increasing concern 
regarding the 
performance of BCBC’s 
contractor Kier and the 
overall rollout of the 
new regime referred to 
as the “two bag rule”. 

It is clear to us and 
the residents that we 
represent that the 
scheme isn’t working 
and that Kier are not 
performing. 

Anxious householders 
are continuously 
contacting us because 
they are still waiting for 
the correct bags and 
boxes, refuse is not 
being collected on the 
correct days, streets and 
houses are being missed 
and rubbish is piling up 
on our streets. 

Your contractor is 
leaving bags and boxes 
strewn across our 
neighbourhoods often 
with items left inside. 

There are already 
signs of an increase in 
fly tipping and littering.

Feline afficionados 
receive awards 


ON June 8, Sker 
WI president, Nora 
Williams, welcomed 
35 members. 

It was an unusual 
meeting because the 
usual room was being as 
a polling station for the 
general election, so the 
group had to relocate 
next door. 

The members 
received sad news that 
Muriel Stubbs, newly- 
appointed treasurer, had 
to pass the baton onto 
Wendy Williams, 
formerly welfare officer, 
due to personal reasons. 
Sker WI sends best 
wishes to Muriel and 
thanks Wendy for 
stepping in to the role. 

Following the usual 
mix of business and 
communication, Nora 
introduced the guest 
speakers, Gwen and Bill, 
two long serving 
volunteers with the 
Bridgend branch of the 
Samaritans. 

Gwen and Bill (not 
their real names) told us 
that Samaritans began in 
1953 in London, 
founded by a vicar 
called Chad Varah. 

Throughout his career, 
Chad had offered 
counselling to his 
parishioners and wanted 
to do something more 
specific to help people 
struggling to cope and 
possibly contemplating 
suicide. 

Although the founder 
of the Samaritans was a 
clergyman, Gwen and 
Bill stressed that the 
Samaritans have no 
religious or political 
affiliations. They are a 
registered charity and 
are wholly dependent on 
donations. 

Although there is a 
small professional team 
working nationally in 
areas of fundraising and 
raising public awareness 
of the Samaritans, 
everyone working 
‘hands-on’ in the local 
branches are volunteers. 

The group was told 
that Samaritans listen to 
those in need, try to 
alleviate stress, help 
people to explore 
options open to them 
and assure people of 
their right to 
confidentiality in their 
dealings with the 
Samaritans. 

Gwen and Bill 
explained that the 
Samaritans will not offer 
advice as they believe 
that people have a right 
to find their own 
solutions to problems. 
However, people will be 


offered human contact 
via non-judgemental 
conversations. 

With suicide rates 
increasing nationally, the 
Samaritans continue to 
provide a valuable 24- 
hour emotional support 
service to those with 
thoughts of suicide. As 
well as the Freephone 
telephone number, 
people can also make 
contact via text and 
emails. 

People contact 
Samaritans UK from 
many other countries as 
there is no other 
organisation like it 
anywhere else. 

Gwen and Bill gave 
us some thought 
provoking statistics such 
as every six seconds, 
someone makes a call to 
Samaritans UK. We 
were also told that 
currently more men in 
the age bracket 45-59 
commit suicide in the 
UK than women. 

Another number that 
Gwen and Bill shared 
was that in Bridgend 
alone, the Samaritans 
need 160 volunteers to 
meet their need, but they 
currently only have 86! 
They went on to explain 
that Samaritans offer a 
structured training 
programme for people 
interested in 
volunteering. 

As well as working 
from the local branches, 
the Samaritans have an 
outreach service working 
in prisons, schools and 
colleges. They are also 
in partnership with 
Network Rail, providing 
post-trauma support 
following incidents of 
suicide on the railway 
tracks, and their Step by 
Step programme 
working with the 
families of those who 
commit suicide. 

Their Feet on the 
Streets Initiative sees 
local Samaritan 
volunteers walking 
among revellers on the 
streets of Bridgend on 
Saturday nights. 

It could be suggested 
that the work of the 
Samaritans fits well with 
the national campaign 
adopted by the NFWI 
‘Alleviating Loneliness,’ 
and a vote of thanks was 
given to Gwen and Bill 
and their teams of 
professionals and 
volunteers. 

Sker WI meets at 7pm 
on the second Thursday 
of the month at St 
David’s Church Hall, 
Nonage Village. Visitors 
are always welcome.

‘STRIDES TAKEN’ IN 
CYCLING ROUTES 


PLANS to improve the 
network of walking and cycle 
routes across Bridgend county 
borough are set to move up a 
gear this summer. 

The Active Travel (Wales) Act 2013 
places a statutory duty on all local 
authorities in Wales to come up with a 
15-year vision for an active travel 
network so that local residents are able 
to rely less on their cars for short 
everyday journeys, such as travelling 
to work or school, and to access shops 
or services. 

After carrying out an initial public 
consultation in 2015 to find out which 
routes people were using, BCBC has 
now launched a new 12-week public 
consultation to invite views on the 
routes people would like to see built. 

Among the new active travel routes 
being proposed are links between 
Bridgend town centre and the 
Bridgend Designer Outlet, Broadlands 
to Bryntirion Comprehensive School, 
Newton to Porthcawl town centre, and 
Garth to Maesteg Comprehensive 
School. 

Other longer-term schemes have 
also been earmarked including Pyle to 
Porthcawl, Maesteg to Tondu, and 
Bridgend to Porthcawl. 

Research from sustainable transport 
charity Sustrans has found that there is 
huge potential for change in Wales, 
with more than one-in-five car 
journeys being made under two miles 
in length - a distance that can be easily 
walked or cycled. 

Coun Richard Young, the council’s 
Cabinet member for Communities, 


said: “Excellent strides have been 
made in recent years in promoting 
active travel, making it a much more 
practical option for local residents to 
leave their cars at home and choose an 
active, healthier form of transport for 
shorter journeys. 

“Some of the most recent work has 
included a new shared route for 
pedestrians and cyclists along the 
A473 between Coy church and 
Pencoed, an extension of the National 
Cycle Network Route 885 between 
Tondu and Bridgend so that it now runs 
all the way up to Bridgend bus station, 
and a scheme that has made Porthcawl 
seafront more bike-friendly. 

“The next phase for us is to submit 
maps of the future routes and required 
improvements for Ministerial approval 
by November 3 and I would like to 
invite as many local people as possible 
to contribute to the development of the 
county borough’s active travel network 
by having their say in our public 
consultation.” 

The provisions of the Active Travel 
(Wales) Act 2013 only apply to certain 
areas designated by the Welsh 
Government where it is believed that 
there is potential for active travel and 
where there are over 2,000 residents. 
Within Bridgend county borough, 
there are nine such areas, which are 
Betws, Bridgend, Gilfach Goch, 
Maesteg, Ogmore Vale, Pencoed, 
Pontycymer, Porthcawl and Pyle.

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Recycling scheme 
breathes life into 
spent inhalers

Suzy Davies is 
backing a campaign 
to recycle old 
asthma inhalers. 

A scheme has been 
launched by 

pharmaceutical company 
Glaxo Smith Kline called 
‘Complete the Cycle’, 
which enables people to 
drop their old inhalers off 
at their local pharmacy. 

So far in Wales, 
146,300 inhalers have 
been collected through 
the scheme and are being 
recycled into new plastic 
products - some are also 
being converted into 
electricity or heat. This 
has saved 1,037 tonnes of 


C02 from being created. 

Welsh Conservative 
Suzy Davies said: “I 
welcome this scheme 
because it helps people 
across Wales really make 
a difference by safely 
disposing of their old 
inhalers. Two thirds of 
people have said that 
they were unsure of how 
to dispose of them and 
while people want to 
recycle them, they did 
not know how they could 
do this until now. As a 
result, many just ended 
up in landfill. 

“There is also an 
environmental benefit 
because recycling them 
reduces the amount of 
C02 we produce.”

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Blue Peter badge 
is a great reward as 
lolo speaks out! 



PORTHCAWL 
schoolboy lolo 
Evans is proudly 
sporting a very 
special addition to 
his school uniform: 
a Blue Peter badge. 

He was awarded a 
blue badge by his 
favourite TV programme 
after sharing his 
experiences of the help 
he received to cope with 
his stammer. 

lolo (10), came to a 
clinic after his mother 
Lucy contacted ABMU’s 
speech and language 
therapy team for advice. 

A spokesperson said: 
“After getting over his 
initial nerves about 
going along, he ended 
up enjoying the 
appointments and 
wanted to encourage 
other children not to be 
afraid if they needed 
help too. 

In his letter to the 
show, lolo said: “I would 
say to kids who have 


stammers that they 
shouldn’t worry. What is 
good is if you don’t try 
to keep your stammer a 
secret, because parents, 
speech therapists and 
teachers can help if you 
get stuck on words.” 

Lucy, who works at 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital as a 
maxillofacial nurse, said: 
“He started having 
problems in year 3. His 
stammer started to 
bother him, so I 
contacted the speech 
therapy department and 
they were very helpful. 

“He had his first 
session with speech and 
language therapist Lowri 
Roberts and they just 
seemed to bond straight 
away.” 

Newton Primary 
School pupil lolo joined 
a dysfluency group for 
sessions held in 
community clinics. This 
brought together 
children aged between 
seven and nine who had 


similar experiences. 

They were able to talk 
openly and confidently 
while speech and 
language therapists 
explained the importance 
of good communication 
skills and taught them 
techniques to help with a 
stammer. 

These include slowing 
speech down, pausing 
during sentences and 
freezing speech on the 
stammer until the 
tension passes. 

The therapists helped 
the pupils decide which 
methods were right for 
them, so they could 
practice with other 
members of the group. 

Lowri said: “Five per 
cent of children stammer 
as they grow up. It is 
more common for boys 
than girls, and how the 
stammer appears can 
differ from person to 
person. 

“For example, some 
may repeat words or 
sounds, others may

prolong sounds or pause 
while they try to get 
their words out. 

“Having a stammer 
makes people feel self- 
conscious and isolated, 
especially as they are 
growing up, so it is 
important they have the 
opportunity to meet 
people of a similar age 
with similar 
experiences.” 

Her colleague Sara 
Evans, who also worked 
with lolo, said as 
children grow up help is 
at hand so they can 
maintain their progress 
and confidence in 
dealing with their 
stammer. 

“We hold regular 
group and individual 
sessions for those in 
primary schools and we 
also see youngsters as 
they prepare to move up 
to secondary school, 
which can be a big 
challenge for them,” she 
said. 

Lucy said: “lolo just 
grew in confidence and 
started making progress, 
it has all been so 
beneficial. Lowri and 
Sara gave him the tools 
to deal with his stammer, 
nothing invasive or 
scary, just little 
techniques he can use 
that really work.” 

lolo was so pleased he 
decided to send off the 
letter. 

“Writing the letter 
was all his idea. He 
didn’t want other 
children to be worried if 
they had a similar 
problem,” said Lucy. 

“lolo is a much more 
confident boy, the 
techniques have really 
empowered him. We are 
very proud of him.”

OGMORE ANGLERS ARE PRAISED 

Anglers called on to 
release all salmon 
to conserve stocks

ANGLERS in 
Wales are again 
being asked to help 
conserve fish stocks 
by releasing all the 
salmon they catch 
in 2017. 

Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW) has made 
the request as the 
number of salmon in 
Welsh rivers continues 
to give cause for serious 
concern. 

Dave Mee, senior 
fisheries advisor for 
NRW, said: “The salmon 
is an important part of 
our environment and our 
culture in Wales, so it is 
essential we do all we 
can to help preserve as 
many fish as possible. 

“We would like to see 
anglers and netsmen 
voluntarily release all 
the salmon and more of 
the sea trout they catch 
to ensure more fish 
survive to migrate 
upstream to spawn and 
produce juvenile fish to 
help boost stocks.” 

Fish stocks in 23 
salmon rivers and 33 sea 
trout rivers are assessed 
annually in Wales and 
placed in categories 
according to their risk of 
failing to achieve 
important stock targets. 

The assessments for 
2016 show that all but 
two of the 23 salmon 
rivers (Severn and Usk) 
are failing to reach their 
management target and 
are either ‘at risk’ or 
‘probably at risk’. For 
sea trout, 16 of the 33 
rivers assessed are in a 
similar poor condition 
with a low level of 
spawning fish. 

About 78 per cent of 
salmon and sea trout are 
released after being 
caught although this 
includes existing 

statutory controls. The 
number of fish returned 
on a voluntary basis is 
around 60 per cent 
during the summer. 

Peter Gough, 

principal fisheries 
advisor for NRW, said: 
“Although stock levels 
continue to be a cause 
for concern, some Welsh 
rivers are showing 
positive signs. 

“The Wye showed a 
really encouraging 
improvement in salmon 
numbers in 2015 and 
2016 and we predict it 
will move out of the ‘at 
risk’ category by 2020 to 
be ‘probably not at risk’. 

“We believe this is the 
result of a combination 
of earlier catch and 
release and other fishing 
controls. 

“There have also been 


improvements in habitat 
and water quality 
brought about by a 
strong partnership 
approach on the river 
principally with the Wye 
and Usk Foundation but 
also the Environment 
Agency, Dwr Cymru 
Welsh Water and NRW. 

“The River Ogmore is 
also worthy of mention 
with Ogmore Angling 
Association introducing 
their own rules to ensure 
100 per cent of the 
salmon caught are 
released.” 

Dave Mee added: 
“The number of fish, 
and salmon in particular, 
migrating into many 
Welsh rivers was 
worryingly low again 
last year. We have seen 
very poor catches 
especially of summer 
grilse (salmon returning 
after their first winter at 
sea) for the past three 
years. 

“Most anglers are 
already voluntarily 
releasing the fish they 
catch but we feel the 
situation is now so 
serious for salmon that 
we must ask all anglers 
to release all of their 
salmon. 

“We are considering 
further regulation and 
have been actively 
engaging with anglers 
and other interested 
parties to help encourage 
greater voluntary efforts. 

“Survival of salmon 
at sea has declined 
markedly and is 
currently at a historic 
low. It is difficult to 
tackle this, but there are 
additional pressures on 
our fish stocks these 
days including habitat 
damage, pollution and 
illegal exploitation and 
we can do something 
about these. 

“While this is 
ongoing, anglers 

releasing their fish is one 


of the most effective 
way to help safeguard 
our stocks by allowing 
more fish to survive and 
spawn.” 

To give fish the best 
chance of survival, it is 
important that fish are 
handled with the utmost 
care and released as 
quickly and as carefully 
as possible. 

Anglers can help by 
using barbless single or 
double hooks, playing 
the fish quickly, keeping 
it in the water at all 
times and supporting the 
fish facing into the 
current until it is strong 
enough to swim away. 

Methods such as the 
use of worm and treble 
hooks can seriously 
reduce a fish’s chances 


of survival and anglers 
are urged to use other 
methods. 

Catch and release is 
one of several initiatives 
to improve Welsh fish 
stocks. 

Over the last 15 years 
Natural Resources 
Wales, in partnership 
with Rivers Trusts, 
Welsh Government and 
the Sustainable Fisheries 
Programme, has 

invested millions of 
pounds to improve 
stocks. 

This has included 
opening up over 1,500 
kilometres of previously 
inaccessible spawning 
grounds by building fish 
passes and easements, 
and improving over 500 
kilometres of habitat.

“These statistics are not centrally 
held, and it is taking a little bit of time 
to find out who has got what. I am very 
interested to find that out and to see 
what we can do to ensure there is 
universal coverage. 

“With regard to the place of life¬ 
saving skills in the curriculum, one of 
the areas of learning and experience is 
health and well-being.” 

Ms Williams said these issues are 
being considered in plans for the future 
provision of learning and experience.

CONSERVATIVE LEADER 
QUESTIONS VALE AM 
ON HIGHWAYS ISSUES 


THE Welsh 
Government is 
being urged to 
press on with 
improving the A48 
road through the 
Vale. 

Welsh Conservative 
leader, Andrew R T 
Davies, questioned 
business secretary and 
Vale AM Jane Hutt on 
the issue at the National 
Assembly recently. 

He told Ms Hutt he 
had raised the issue 
with her on several 
occasions. 

Mr Davies said: “It is 
now becoming 
ridiculous that we have 
collapsed manholes and 
potholes on an A road 
that is the main link 
between Bridgend and 
Cardiff, which, as you 
will appreciate, is 
heavily used. 

“I appreciate there 
are recent road 
markings that have been 
put down, which 
indicate maintenance as 
pending. 

“But as a frequent 
user of this road, very 
often the road markings 
come and go but no 


work happens in 
between. 

“Could we have a 
statement as to what 
maintenance is planned 
for the summer period 
so that when we do 
enter the winter months 
we do see genuine 
improvement in the 
condition of the road?” 

Ms Hutt said while 
the Welsh Government 
does have some 
responsibility, it is the 
Conservative-controlled 
Vale Council (formed 
after the May 4, 2017 
elections) that is the key 
highway authority in 
relation to roads within 
its area. 

Mr Davies also asked 
Ms Hutt about progress 
on the improvements to 
Five Mile Lane - the 
A4226 - which links 
Bonvilston with Barry 
and Cardiff Airport. 

Mr Davies told Ms 
Hutt: “There have been 
considerable workings 
on the site, but there 
doesn’t seem to be any 
progress on the actual 
starting of the 
construction phase of 
the road. 

“I think completion 


was due some time next 
year. Could we have an 
update as to how work 
is progressing? 

“Has there been any 
movement in the 
timeline for completion 
of this project so that 
we can be better 
informed as to how this 
£26 million project is 
developing?” 

Ms Hutt said the Vale 
Council is the key 
highway authority in 
relation to roads within 
the Vale, including Five 


Mile Lane. 

She told Mr Davies: 
“The Welsh Labour 
Government has 
provided the funding, 
which I know you've 
welcomed, for Five 
Mile Lane. 

“It is the Vale 
Council that is 
responsible for project 
managing Five Mile 
Lane. I’m sure you will 
seek an update from 
your colleagues on the 
Vale Council.”

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Recycling failure ‘could 
end Kier contract’

Suzy Davies has 
backed Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council’s Welsh 
Conservative 
group’s call for 
scrutiny of the way 
in which the new 
refuse and recycling 
contract is being 
operated. 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative AM, said 


she had received many 
complaints from all over 
Bridgend county 

borough about how the 
new contract is being 
operated. 

Mrs Davies said: 
“People are complaining 
that their bags and 
recycling boxes are not 
being picked up on time. 

“There’s confusion 
about which days people 
need to put their rubbish 
out as the new 
contractors decided to 


change traditional days. 
That was a recipe for 
disaster before we 
started, but it doesn’t 
explain why rubbish isn’t 
being collected when it 
should. 

“The special nappy 
bags have not yet been 
distributed to everyone 
who applied. Everything 
is confused and people 
are describing it as a 
‘shambles’. 

“I recognise that 
BCBC has certain 
obligations with regard 
to recycling and landfill 
disposal, which can be 
costly if not fulfilled. 
People can get used to 
change, but only if that 
change is practicable and 
well-introduced. 

“Collections may have 
worked properly on some 
streets, but the level of 
complaint from those 
who aren’t satisfied 
suggest these aren’t 
simple teething troubles. 
Confidence has been 
further damaged by the 
poor performance of 
Kier’s information 
helpline.” 

The 11-strong 

Conservative group 
tabled a motion, which 
was backed by all parties, 
calling for a scrutiny 
committee to look at the 
operation of the new 
contract in detail so that 
changes can be made to 
improve the situation. 

She went on: “New 
brooms sweep clean. We 
are looking at a new era 
of active scrutiny and 
I’m very pleased that the

new Conservative group 
has already stepped up to 
the plate. 

“I gather the ruling 
Labour group signed the 
£1 Im contract a matter of 
days before the council 
elections and members 
have been told that it is 
not possible to reverse 
that decision. Contracts 
contain terms about 
performance and 

wholesale failure to 
deliver on those terms 
can be enough to bring a 
contract to an end. 

“I’m not suggesting 
we’re in that territory yet, 
but the council needs to 
be responsive to 
complaints. If something 
is obviously not working, 
then the council needs to 
enforce the company’s 
obligations. 

“If those obligations 
are not clear or strong 
enough, then there 
should be questions 
about who negotiated 
that contract, and how. 

“I am pleased that the 
scrutiny committee is to 
look at this contract in 
depth. This is without 
doubt one of the most 
contentious things that 
has taken place in recent 
years in Bridgend and it 
has provoked anger and 
frustration across the 
area. 

“I hope that the new 
Conservative councillors 
on BCBC will be able to 
influence the minority 
Labour administration to 
make whatever changes 
are needed.”

To compound this 
Kier will not answer 
phone calls and e-mails 
and BCBC staff are 
reluctant to intervene on 
behalf of the residents 
who pay their council 
tax, preferring to refer 
them back to Kier. 

The scheme is about 
to enter its third week 
and there is no sign of 
things improving. The 
situation is rapidly 
spiralling out of control. 

When this scheme was 
first proposed we urged 
you to reconsider, 
however, you persisted. 
Many people warned 
that the scheme was 
unpopular and 
unworkable but you did 
not listen. 

What no-one 
predicted was the 
incompetence with 
which the scheme has 
been rolled out, the 
obvious lack of a 
coherent implementation 
plan and the chaos that 
is now apparent. 

The fact that Kier 
were the incumbent 
contractor who have had 
many months to prepare 
(including a deferment) 
renders their 
performance 
inexcusable. 

The public that you 
and we serve has real 
concerns regarding this 
scheme. They are 
concerned about its 
implementation, with its 
disregard for the dignity 
of those who are forced 
to register for purple 
absorbent waste bags 
that highlight their 


personal medical 
conditions to their 
neighbours and for the 
implications for public 
health arising from the 
rubbish that is piling up 
on our door steps. 

People with 

disabilities have not had 
their needs considered 
and neither BCBC or 
Kier have responded to 
requests for reasonable 
adjustments despite their 
duty to do so. 

Enough is enough. It 
is now time for you as 
Leader of BCBC to show 
leadership and take 
personal responsibility 
for this situation. 

We call upon you to 
recognise that a crisis is 
unfolding before us and 
to intervene personally 
to bring this matter 
under control. You must 
robustly manage Kier 
and you must rethink 
this ill-conceived regime 
that is bringing so much 
concern and alarm to 
the residents of 
Bridgend county 
borough. 

The public can no 
longer be dismissed as 
“whingers” or 
“keyboard warriors ”. 
The chaos on our streets 
cannot be ignored any 
longer. We urge you to 
intervene with 
immediate effect. 

Council Leader Huw 
David said: “I can 

certainly understand 
people’s frustration, and 
like them, I am 

extremely disappointed 
that Kier are not 

performing as well as 
they should be. It is 

clearly not good enough. 


“I want to apologise to 
residents for the 

inconvenience that this 
has caused, and thank 
them all for persevering 
with us during this initial 
stage of the contract. 

“Despite the 

implementation issues, 
residents’ efforts are 

yielding positive results 
as even at this early stage 
we are seeing a 50 per 
cent recycling rate 
increase, which is 

significantly higher than 

we anticipated. 

“While these early 
results are encouraging, 
we have made it clear to 
Kier that significant and 
urgent improvements 
must be made. 

“As a result of this, 
Kier have made changes 
such as increasing the 
number of staff at their 
call centre, introducing 
an additional vehicle to 
ensure that collections 
can be completed in 
some of the county 
borough’s harder-to- 
reach streets, ensuring 
that staff have worked 
over the weekend to help 
complete rounds, 

boosting crew numbers 
and more.” 

Julian Tranter, 

managing director, Kier, 
said: “We are sorry for 
the issues some residents 
have experienced with 
their collections during 
the introduction of the 
new service. 

“We are working hard 
to ensure that all refuse 
and recycling collections 
are up to date and have 
successfully completed 
at least 90 per cent of our 
planned collections 


every day since the start 
of the contract. 

“In the first two weeks 
of the contract we’ve 
seen a 50 per cent 
increase in recycling and 
would like to thank 
residents for their 
participation in the new 
service. 

“Our teams are 
continuing to carry out 
additional checks to 
ensure no properties 
have been missed and we 
have increased the 
number of agents in our 
call centre to keep pace 
with demand. 

“We are however 
experiencing an 

exceptionally high 
number of calls, so there 
may still be a short delay 
in calls being answered. 

“If any properties are 
still awaiting collection, 
please leave your rubbish 
out and we will collect is 
as soon as possible. If 
any missed collections 
haven’t already been 
reported to us, please 
email recycling andwaste 
@bridgend .go v.uk.”

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Dinas man’s BEM 
award for 55 years 
of voluntary work 


A MAN from Dinas 
Powys has been 
awarded the British 
Empire Medal in 
recognition of 
voluntary work 
going back 55 years. 

Mr Edward Jenkins 
(74) began volunteering 
in the village in 1962 
when he helped elderly 
people attending an old 
folks club on Wednesday 
evenings. 

His BEM citation in

News that he was 
getting the medal came 
as a complete shock.

He explained: “They 
write to you a month 
before to see if you will 
accept it. When the letter 
arrived, I cried, and 
thought: ‘Isn’t it lovely?’ 
” He will receive the 
medal at a ceremony at 
Cardiff Castle and will 
also attend an event at 
Buckingham Palace.

Mr Jenkins said he 
was humbled by the 
award. “Without the 
support of my wife Jane, 
who has shared me with 
various organisations 
over the years, I am sure 
I would not be receiving 
this accolade. 

“In my volunteering, I 
have often been part of a 
team.” 

Mr Jenkins lived in 
Dinas Powys until the 
age of five at which point 
the family moved to 


Barry where he later 
attended grammar 
school. In his late teens, 
he returned to Dinas. 

His parents Arthur and 
Gertrude were both deaf 
and mute and part of a 
small community of just 
five people in Barry who 
were ‘sign dependent’. 

It was in part due to 
that experience that he 
understood the need to 
help people overcome 
obstacles in life. 

He was a founder of 


South Glamorgan 

Association for the Deaf 
in 1973, which became 
Cardiff Deaf Centre in 
2013. Mr Jenkins 
currently serves as the 
chairman and all the 
other board members are 
profoundly deaf. 

He is a strong 
advocate that British 
Sign Language should be 
an official language in 
Wales and that its 
adoption would improve 
the quality of life of deaf 
people. 

He said: “The best 
vehicle to promote the 
adoption of BSE as an 
official language in 
Wales is a political 
platform. 

“It has to start locally, 
getting local authorities 
to accept that there are 
people who are limited 
and ensure those deficits 
can be overcome. 

“Profoundly deaf 
people should have 
access to public services 
in the same way as you or 

The city of Cardiff has 
officially recognised 
BSE, and Mr Jenkins 
says if that happened 
across Wales, it would be 
a big step in addressing 
inequalities faced by the 
deaf community.

Barree’s house and he 
has a permit to park in 
Beryl Road, which has 
enough room. 

He wanted his father- 
in-law to be able to park 
there too when he came 
to house-sit. 

Mr Barree said that 
although he had been 
told by the council that 
temporary permits were 
not available, he had 
seen purple ones 
recently on cars in 
Buttrills Road and 
Greenwood Street. 

The Vale Council 


informed The GEM that 
it was developing a 
‘wider parking strategy’ 
aimed at addressing 
parking issues.

It 
seems you can’t move 
for child prodigies in 
the acting profession, 
and Grace is yet another 
one to add to the list in 
a performance that is 
funny, tender and at 
times painfully raw. 

It’s mesmerising 
watching a 10-year-old 
girl hit the sort of range 
and notes that Grace 
manages to do here, 
veering from the 
precociousness of a 
child genius through to 
the childlike wonder of 
creating a new chant for 
her one-eyed cat, but 
her performance is so 
genuine that you never 
feel like you’re 
watching a youngster 
act; instead Grace’s 
superb turn shines 


brightly in the film. 

That’s not to say that 
those around her don’t 
pull their weight; it’s a 
pleasure to see Evans in 
civvies for a few 
fleeting moments and 
not having to topline the 
latest Marvel 
blockbuster. 

It’s a character that 
feels a little predictable 
in parts, the handsome, 
mystery guy with a sad 
back-story, but Evans 
fills it out with more 
than just cliche, the 
relationship with Grace 
delivered superbly and 
Evans obviously 
delights in tackling 
something a little more 
satisfying artistically. 

Jenny Slate, as the 
teacher who unwittingly 
puts the events of the 
film in motion, is most 
notably a comedic 
actress, but here she is 
strong as Frank’s 
sounding board and 
part-time love interest. 

Lindsay Duncan’s 


Evelyn is another cut 
from predictable cloth, 
but again the class of 
the actress shines 
through and makes for 
something a little more 
interesting and 
engaging. 

It’s just a shame that 
Octavia Spencer is 
saddled with a nothing 
role as Frank’s 
neighbour, a waste of 
the actress’ considerable 
talents. 

While the story 
moves through familiar 
motions, it does makes 
interesting points about 
child prodigies and 
what is best for them - 
living a normal life in 
an extraordinary way, or 
being among gifted 
individuals and perhaps 
losing their childhood. 

The script doesn’t 
rush to judge either side 
of the argument, and it 
makes for interesting 
discussion post-viewing 
as to what you would 
do in the same situation. 


Marc Webb gets over 
his post-Spider-Man 
blues by delivering 
something visually 
understated and driven 
wholly by performance. 

While the music 
director in him comes 
out occasionally (there 
are some gorgeously 
shot scenes) this is more 
reminiscent of Webb’s 
work on the incredible 
(500) Days of Summer 
than his dabbling with 
the webslinger, rooting 
the film in character and 
narrative. 

Where the film 
doesn’t quite work is its 
descent into courtroom 
drama that plays out 
with unerring 
predictability, as does 
the final 20 minutes 
which discards the 
rooted-in-reality 
element of the film and 
replaces it with 
something more 
melodramatic and less 
engaging.

AN application for an Aldi 
store on the Ty Verlon Estate 
was turned down by Vale’s 
planning committee last week. 

The matter had been deferred at a 
previous meeting for a site visit to 
take place. 

The application was 
recommended for refusal by officers 
because it might involve the loss of 
an employment site and could 
adversely affect other local retail 


Mr Rob Jones, the regional 
property director of Aldi, told 
councillors the company disagreed 
with the grounds for refusal, 
believing more shoppers would be 
encouraged to stay in the town, and 
pointing out that a new store would 
create 40 new jobs. 

However, councillors voted to 
refuse the application. Members of 
the public can go to the Vale Council 
website if they want to see details of 
planning applications.

Barry’s war dead 
June 1917 


- Lest 

TO mark the centenary of 
World War One, Paul Kemp of 
the Barry at War group has 
supplied this sadly, substantial 
listing of Barry men who died 
in just one month in 1917,100 
years ago. 

Driver William Richard Conibear 
of ‘D’ Battery, 106th Brigade, 
Royal Field Artillery was killed in 
action on June 4,1917. 

Aged 20, the son of William 
Richard and Ellen W Conibear of 
Teegoffe Cottage, Linkinhorne, 
Callington, Cornwall and native of 
St Neot, Liskeard. He was born in 
Barry and is buried in Railway 
Dugouts Burial Ground (Transport 
Farm), Belgium. 

Corporal (Gunner) John 
Benjamin Bartlett of ‘A Bn. 
Machine Gun Corps (Heavy Branch) 
was killed in action in the Battle of 
Messines on June 7. 

Aged 29, he was the son of the 
late Mr and Mrs David Bartlett of 49 
Cowbridge Road, Pontyclun, and 
husband of Edna Myfanwy Bartlett, 
of Pen y Bryn, 55 Tynewydd Road, 
Barry. 

He is buried in grave A18, 
Underhill Farm Cemetery, 
Ploegsteert, Belgium. 

Private Richard G Chilcott of 
16 Platoon, D Coy, 6th Bn. Somerset 
Light Infantry was killed in action 
on June 9. The youngest brother of 
Mr HJ Chilcott of 24 Harvey Street, 
Cadoxton, Barry he is buried in the 
Heninel Communal Cemetery 
Extension, France. 

Correspondence with his sister 
Mrs AM Palmer of 23 Hunter Street, 
Cadoxton survives and includes his 
last letter to his sister dated May 30 
and her last letter to him dated June 
12 which was returned unopened. 

The local paper reported: ‘Official 
news has reached the family of their 
brother’s death in action. He was 
previously wounded (gunshot wound 
left thigh) on the 26th August, after 
treatment at Harlow Hospital 
returned to the front on March 21st 
and was killed by a shell on the 9th 
June 1917. He was 20 years of age 
and prior to the war was employed 
by the Barry Railway Company and 
resided with his sister at 23 Hunter 
Street.” 

Fireman and trimmer George 
Thomas of the SS Marie Elsie, 
Mercantile Marine, died on June 10 
as a result of an attack by an enemy 
submarine. 

Aged 49, he was the son of 
William and Mary Thomas of 2 
Lombard Street, Barry, born at 
Lisvane, Cardiff. On June 10, the SS 
Marie Elsie on a voyage from 
Penarth to Archangelsk with a cargo 
of coal was sunk by the German 
submarine U-28 (Georg Schmidt) 

125 miles NW of Cape Teriberski. 
Three persons were lost. 

Private Charles William Brown 
of the 16th Bn., Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers was killed in action on June 
14. Aged 31, the son of Bessie Hill 
(formerly Brown), of 298 Holton 
Road, Barry Dock, and the late 
William John Brown, he is buried in 
Essex Farm Cemetery, near Ypres, 
Belgium. 

Private John Hybart of the 9th 

Bn. East Surrey Regiment was killed 
in action on June 16. He has no 
known grave and is commemorated 
on the Menin Gate Memorial to The 
Missing, Ypres, Belgium. He was 
born in Barry, the son of Henrietta 
Hybart. 

Private Richard Hayne of the 1st 

Bn. the Rifle Brigade was killed in 
action on June 23. He has no known 
grave and thus is commemorated on 
the Arras Memorial, France. Aged 


Forget 

22, he was the son of Edmund and 
Martha Hayne of 100 Queen Street, 
Barry. 

On the night of June 23 at 10.30 
pm ‘B’ Company of the 1st Bn. the 
Rifle Brigade attacked German 
positions. Initially all went well, 
seven German prisoners were taken 
and numerous casualties inflicted, 
but as the attacking force withdrew 
over No Man’s Land they took many 
casualties including Hayne, whose 
body was not recovered. 

Private Charles Elmer Williams 
of the 1st Bn. Middlesex Regiment 
was killed in action on June 25. He 
has no known grave and thus is 
commemorated on the Arras 
Memorial, France. 

Aged 23, He was born in Barry 
Dock, Glamorgan, the son of John 
Williams of 150 Arran Street, Roath, 
Cardiff, and the husband of Edythe 
Williams. 

Lance Corporal Arnold Dickens 

of the 19th Bn., Welsh Regiment was 
killed in action on June 26. He is 
buried in Bard Cottage Cemetery, 
Belgium. 

The Barry Dock News reported 
“OUR BRAVE HEROES AT THE 
FRONT - FORMER POLICE 
OFFICER KILLED. Captain (ID 
Black, adjutant of 19th Welsh 
(Pioneer) Regiment, has written to 
Mr and Mrs JW Dickens, 83 George 
Street, Barry Docks, informing them 
of the death of their eldest son. 
Corporal Arnold Dickens of the 
same Battalion, which occurred on 
the night of June 26th when the 
deceased at his post of duty, was 
struck by a shell, death being 
instantaneous. 

“Corporal Dickens, who was 24 
years of age, previous to enlisting 
two years ago was a member of the 
Glamorgan Constabulary, stationed 
at Oyster-mouth, near Swansea. Mr 
and Mrs Dickens have had two sons- 
in-law discharged from the Army, 
one having been disabled at Mons, 
and the other physically unfit.” 

Private Charles Osborne of the 
123rd Field Company, Royal 
Engineers was killed in action on 
June 28. Aged 46, he is buried in 
Bard Cottage Cemetery, Belgium. 

The Barry Dock News reported: 
“SOUTH AFRICAN VETERAN 
KILLED IN FRANCE. Lieut WA 
Evans, the officer commanding No. 

3 Section, 123rd Field Company, 

RE, France, writes to inform Mr 
Sidney Osborne, 46 Kingsland 
Crescent, Barry Docks that his 
brother Sapper Charles Osborne has 
been killecl in action in France, by a 
shell. 

“He was without doubt one of the 
best and most reliable sappers in the 
company,” Lieut Evans states, and 
was a favourite with the men. He 
refused to take non-commissioned 
rank, and did excellent work at 
Mametz Wood during raids, and 
other dangerous work in our present 
area. 

“The NCOs and men of the 
section wish to extend their deepest 
sympathy to you.” 

Sapper Osborne served throughout 
the South African War with the 
Grenadier Guards. He was 46 years 
of age and re-joined the Army when 
war broke out. 

"They shall grow not old, as we 
that are left grow old; 

‘Age shall not weary them, nor the 
years condemn. At the going down 
of the sun and in the morning 
We will remember them.’

The Rest Bridge Club 
are up with the times! 


THE Rest Bridge Club was 
established over 10 years ago, 
as an offshoot from the U3A 
teaching classes in the Rest 
Home, in the days when it was 
a vibrant focal point for many 
local activities. 

The club is now one of the most 
popular in south Wales, boasting more 
than a 10-table attendance, every 
Tuesday afternoon. 

With the increasing attendance, the 
manual chore of scoring, and results 
compilation, necessitated the club 
committee assessing alternative 
methods. 

The club decided on using the most 
modern technology currently 
available. This is based on each table 
having an Android device (in our case 
modified ‘Kindles’ - but smartphones 
would be perfectly acceptable). 

These are wi-fi linked to a 
computer, running a scoring program. 
The Kindles (when adapted they are 
branded as ‘Bridgetabs’) are equipped 
with a licensed piece of software. 


which provides the players with a 
highly user-friendly colour interface 
into which results are entered as hands 
are played. 

The system has been well received 
both by players and the club 
administrators. Session results are 
available within seconds of the last 
hand being played. 

In order to fund the scheme, the club 
applied to ‘Awards Por All Wales’ 
which enables community groups to 
acquire National Lottery funding for 
appropriate projects. 

The application process was 
straightforward (online application 
taking a couple of hours), and the 
AAW response was excellent, with 
only the minimum of associated red- 
tape. The grant approval took about 
two weeks. The club committe extend 
their thanks. 

The club would also like to thank 
the national ‘Bridgetab’ agent (Keith 
Butler) for the system supply, and the 
scoring software supplier (Jeff Smith) 
for the assistance given.

Two wins on the spin get Lions in gear... 

now to face the might of the All Blacks! 


T he 2017 British & Irish 
Lions tour of New 
Zealand has been 
something of a stop-start affair. 

While the weekend team have 
worked hard to earn victories, the 
midweek team have been less than 
successful, having lost their two 
outings in games where they must 
have hoped to perform better. 

So what better way to warm up for 
the first test than for the Lions to 
have put in arguably their two finest 
performances to date, overpowering 
the New Zealand Maoris on Saturday 
by 32 points to 10, and then defeating 
the Chiefs (who were, admittedly, 
somewhat understrength) by 34 
points to 6. 

The Lions’ switch into a higher 
gear couldn’t have come at a better 
time with the first test against the All 
Blacks on Saturday, and if ever two 
big performances were needed it was 
in these games. 

There have been plenty of flashes 
\^n the tour so far, but it took until 


last Saturday for it to form into one 
solid and satisfying performance 
against very difficult opposition. 

Points win games and while the 
Lions hadn’t been particularly 
generous defensively, offensively the 
need to get scores on the board and 
show their attacking intent was vital. 

So racking up 66 points across two 
games will be a boost for the team, as 
will the manner of the performances 
and the way certain individuals have 
shone through. 

On Saturday it was Maro Itoje and 
Peter O’Mahony in particular who 
played themselves into serious 
contention for starting roles against 
the All Blacks, while Leigh 
Halfpenny’s metronomic boot was a 
reassuring sight on a tour that has 
seen the usually-dependable Owen 
Farrell be less than impressive from 
the dead ball. 

In the backs, the likes of Ben Te’o 
and Anthony Watson shone, but 
anyone thinking that Saturday’s team 
were nailed on to start obviously 
didn’t pass the message on to the XV

that started against the Chiefs on 
Tuesday. 

Starting the midweek game before 
the first test is often a sure sign that 
you won’t be involved come Saturday, 
but the performance of many in the 
red shirt threw a few interesting 
questions in the air. 

Granted it was far different 
opposition to those faced previously - 
the Chiefs’ team depleted by those 
who lined up for Maori New Zealand 
a few days previously - but the 
manner and tone of the performance 
indicated that Warren Gatland and 
his coaches may need to do some last- 
minute thinking before naming the 
starting line-up for the All Blacks. 

Of note were Liam Williams, 
finally looking like the player he is on 
this tour, whose line breaking and 
deftness under the high ball was a 
pleasure to watch. It won’t be just 


Scarlets fans calling for him to make 
the team. 

Jack Nowell’s two tries showed his 
attacking threat when afforded space, 
while Elliot Daly’s versatility will no 
doubt come into play, the Englishman 
delivering another strong and solid 
performance. 

It suggests that while numbers one 
through to eight are pretty much 
nailed on (the issue of whether Maro 
Itoje’s dynamism and ability to cover 
several positions is best used in a 
starting or a replacement capacity is a 
tricky one, as is the selection of 
captain Sam Warburton, whose tour 
has been fragmented due to injury), 
there is room for manoeuvre in the 
backs. 

Owen Earrell’s injury means that 
it’s likely an Irish axis at nine and 10 
will start in Connor Murray and 
Jonny Sexton, but after that the hard 
questions need to be answered. 

Has George North done enough to 
warrant a starting place in the team? 
Arguably no, but when on song who 
better to face head-on the All Blacks? 


Who will occupy the centre berths? 
Each candidate has made compelling 
arguments so far, but where do 
Gatland and his coaches want to take 
the game - down the route of ballast 
and brawn, or will they be better 
served attempting to play their way 
through the middle and fight for 
space? 

If it seemed relatively difficult 
naming a test XV at the start of the 
tour, the last two performances have 
made it all the more tricky, something 
that will both delight and beguile the 
selectors in the lead-up to the team 
announcement. 

It promises to be a thrilling 
encounter with the world champions, 
and one that can be faced with much 
more confidence than in the early 
part of this tour. 

With the Lions seemingly clicking 
into a higher gear, and the knowledge 
that a series win over the All Blacks
